Producers, he said, are 
getting prices below cost of produc­ 
tion, "not alone because of inactive 
business conditions at home, but be­ 
cause of the importations of compet­ 
ing foreign markets.”

That all the efforts being made by 
individuals and organized companies 
in Southeast Missouri to uncover fab­ 
ulous oil deposits in any paying quan­ 
tities will prove futile i* the opinion 
of Prof. J. C. Logan, of the D epart­ 
m ent of A griculture at the Teachers 
College, who delivered and address on 
“ Development of Ixiwlands in South­ 
east M issouri,” a t the regular m onth­ 
ly m eeting of the 
College 
Faculty 
Club, last night at the college. 
Prof. I<ogan Imsed his opinion on 
the exam ination of the deposist which 
have been made in Southeast Mis­ 
souri since the beginning of tim e, and 
in which he stated there could 
be 
found no evidence 
of 
the 
deposits 
from w'hich oil come*. 
‘Evidences «if 
the deposits <«f the Silurian, Ordovic­ 
ian and Cam brian period, the earl­ 
iest periods, can be foun«l,” he said 
“and also of the 
T ertiary period, 
which is the latest depository period, 
but nowhere can be found and <le- 
posits of the Carboniferous 
perked, 
which contain any oil deposits which 
may be present 
in the country. 
Of 
course, where there is any decaying 
m atter, a certain am ount of oil de­ 
posits may be found, but not in pay­ 
ing qualities. 
This also applies 
to 
coal «leposits.” 
The 
Southeast 
Missouri lowlands 
have l>een sw ept and washed by the 
w aters of the 
Missisippi 
and Ohio 
rivers to such an extent th a t it is be­ 
lieved th at this deposit of the so-call­ 
ed middle period has been removed 
by the frequent erosions, the college 
professor stated. 
Deposits of sand 
one hundre«! feet 
in 
depth, 
which 
could have come from no place ex­ 
cept one «if the two rivers, have been 
found an«l the 
supposition 
is 
that 
these 
carboniferous 
deposits have 
been carried away by the alm ost in- 
cesant combat with the w aters, it 
was stated. 
The fact tHat the Mis­ 
sissippi at an «‘arlier date ran west 
and south from Cape G irardeau, and 
that the Ohio river ran through what 
is now Commerce, and by Dexter in 
Stoddard County, is evidence enough. 
Prof. Logan said, to prove th a t this 
section of the country with a few ex­ 
ceptions was completely washed 
at 
an early «late. 
In his talk Prof. Logan told of the 
form ation of the two great lowlands 
in Southeast 
Missouri, the Advance 
Lowlands, named after the city 
of 
th at name in Stoddard county, 
and 
the Cairo Lowlands, also called after 
that city in Illinois. 
According to his 
statem ents the Advance Lowland was 
formed by erosions of the Misissippi, 
while the Cairo Lowlands was form ­ 
ed by the erosions of the Ohio. Crow­ 


ley’s Ridge, ami Hickory Ridge, oth­ 
er elevations which a t one tim e were 
part* of Crowley’* Ridge, are the 
only ‘high* places in the lowlands, he 
stated, with the exception of the so- 
called “Lost ¿ lills” in the southern 
part of this section. 
Prof. Logan ex­ 
plained that these were probably for­ 
med by the erosions of the trib u ta r­ 
ies of the M ississippi, which he said 
ran through Southeast Missouri like 
a net-w«irk. 
“Old Field”, located near Advance, 
a subject for «lebate as to its prob­ 
able origin, last night wa* explained 
by the college professor, as ju st a 
basin which has been left in the Ad­ 
vance Ixiwlands, and he said did not 
likely come about as a result of any 
earthquake a* is sometimes thought. 
The college man also stated th at he 
did not think that any of the low­ 
lands or hills were formed by 
the 
earthquake in 1811, which shook the 
central part of the United States. 
“ In some parts of these lowlands”, 
Pr«if. Logan stated, “the land is low­ 
er than the Mississippi river itself, 
This is especially true near Delta, 
where it is nearly tw enty feet lower 
than the river.” That the Mississippi 
river m ight at some time change its 
com paratively new course back to tne 
old one going southw est from Cape 
G iranleau, 
was expresse«! 
by Prof. 
H igan. but he intim ated th at 
this 
m ight be overcome in this 
modem 
time by the use of levee*. 
As fur- 
th«*r evidence of the new’ness of the 
present bed of 
the 
Missisippi, 
he 
gave as an illustration, the width of 
the river 
at 
Thebes, where 
little 
signs of erosion can be seen.

course, w here th e re is any decayitkg 
m a tte r, a certain am ount of oil de­ 
posits m ay be found, b u t not in p ay ­ 
ing qualities. 
T his also applies 
to 
coal dep o sits.” 
The 
S outheast 
M issouri low lands 
have l>een sw ep t and w ashed by the 
w aters of the 
M issisippi 
and Ohio 
riv ers to such an ex ten t th a t it is be­ 
lieved th a t this deposit of the so-call­ 
ed m iddle period has been rem oved 
by th e freq u en t erosions, th e college 
professor stated. 
D eposits of sand 
one hundred feet 
in 
depth, 
which 
could have com e from no place ex­ 
cept one of the tw o rivers, have been 
found and the 
supposition 
is 
th a t 
these 
carboniferous 
deposits 
have 
been carried aw ay by the alm ost in- 
cesant com bat 
w ith 
the 
w aters, it 
w as sta te d . 
The fact th a t the M is­ 
sissippi a t an ea rlier d ate ran w est 
an<l south from Cape G irardeau, and 
th a t the Ohio riv er ra n th ro u g h w hat 
is now Com m erce, and by D exter in 
Stoddard C ounty, is evidence enough. 
P rof. Logan said, to prove th a t this 
section of the country w ith a few ex ­ 
ceptions w as com pletely w ashed 
a t 
an early ilate. 
In his talk Prof. lajgan told of the 
form ation of the tw o g re a t low lands 
in S outheast 
M issouri, th e A dvance 
Low lands, nam ed a fte r th e city 
of 
th a t nam e in Stoddard county, 
and 
the C airo Low lands, also called a fte r 
th a t city in Illinois. 
A ccording to his 
statem en ts the A dvance Low land was 
form ed by erosions of th e M isissippi, 
while th e C airo Low lands w as fo rm ­ 
ed by the erosions of the Ohio. C row ­ 


ley’s Ridge, am i H ickory Ridge, o th ­ 
er elevations which a t one tim e were 
p arts of C row ley’s Ridge, are the 
only ‘h igh’ places in the low lands, he 
stated , with the exception of the so- 
called “ Lost J lills ” in the southern 
jm rt of this section. 
Prof. Logan ex­ 
plained th a t these were probably for- 
nusi by the erosions of the trib u ta r­ 
ies of the M ississippi, which he said 
ran through S outheast M issouri like 
a net-w ork. 
“Old F ield”, located near A dvance, 
a subject fo r debate as to its prob­ 
able origin, la st night w as explained 
by the college professor, as ju st a 
basin which has been left in the A d­ 
vance lx>wlamls, and he said did not 
likely come about as a resu lt of any 
earth q u ak e as is som etim es thought. 
The college m an also stated th a t he 
did not think th a t any of the low­ 
lands or hills w ere form ed by 
the 
earth q u ak e in 1811, which shook the 
cen tral i>art of the U nited S tates. 
"In som e p a rts of these low lands” , 
P rof. Logan stated , “ the land is low 
er than th e M ississippi riv er itself, 
T his is especially tru e n ear D elta, 
w here it is nearly tw enty feet low er 
th an the riv er.” 
T hat th e M ississippi 
riv er m ight a t som e tim e change its 
com paratively new course back to tne 
old one going southw est from C ape 
G irardeau, 
w as expressed 
by Prof. 
Logan, but he intim ated th a t 
th is 
m ig h t be overcom e in th is 
m odern 
tim e by the use of levees. 
As fu r­ 
th e r evidence of the new ness of th e 
present bed of 
the 
M issisippi, 
he 
gave as an illu stratio n , the w idth of 
the river 
at 
Thebes, w here 
little 
signs of erosion can be seen.
